That there will be a police investi- 
gation, either into specific charges 
mude against members of the depart- 
ment, or else into the general work- 
ing of the entire department during 
a certain period of time, was the as- 
surance received this morning from 
members of the committee on health 
and safety and the commissioner in 
charge of the department. 

It was learned this morning thet 
the committee, at its meeting this 
afternoon, is ready to grant almost 
any kind of an investigation that the 
petitioners asked for. It is stated, 
however, that no investigation can be 
made into the statements made by 
Mayor McNamara and Alderman 
Clarke at the council meeting three 
weeks ago. 

Six ex-mayors will meet the com- 
mittee on health and safety this 
afternoon at four o'clock, to urge the 
necessity of holding a judicial investi- 
gation.

When the letter came before the 
commissioners this afternoon, Com- 
missioner Booth at once moved that 
the auditor be thanked for the cour- 
tesy of the letter, and informed that 
no blame could be attached to him 
or his department in the matter. 

Commissioner Harrison pointed out 
that the voucher had been signed by 
David McCullough, as accquntant, by 
S. H, Carpenter, as chief of the police, 
initiated by Mr. Robertson, the com- 
missioner’s accountant, and counter- 
signed by himself.

“The city has no protectfon except 


in the honesty of its employees,” re- 
marked the mayor.

LOOKING FOR TROUBLE 


Big Black Determined to Force 
Himself Into London Music 
Halls 


London, Feb. 9.—Jack Johnson is 
making another attempt to break into 
the London music haiis, and the re- 
sult may be a riot, equal to any ever 
pulled off by the suffragettes. Rich- 
ard Klegin, the well known American 
promoter, stages his big exhibition of 
champion boxers at the Palladium 
music hall on Tuesday, the bill includ- 
ing practically every boxer of repute 
in Wurope, among them Sam Lang- 
ford, fer the fight between whom and 
Johnson the National Sporting club 
has just offered a purse of $15,000; 
Frank Moran, who is matched to fight 
Jonanson in Paris in June; Jim John- 
son, who beat up Jack in Paris last 
December when Jack got the decision 
of a draw, on account of a broken 
arm; “Kid” MeCoy, who is matched 
with Carpentier, Joe Jeanette, Willie 
Lewis, Johnnie Hughes and the Dixie 
Kid. 

Carpentier, hearing of the big show, 
telegraphed up from Riveria that he 
would ttake vart, while Jack Johnson 
says he has an engagement with 
Klegin and is coming from Paris, but 
Kiegin, according to present advices

An attempt made to burglarize a 
safe in the Troy Steam Laundry, 426 


Saskatchewan avenue, shortly after 
one o'clock this morning, failed be- 
cause of the inexperience of the men 
who essayed the job. They placed a 
charge of nitro-glycerine so large that 
when it exploded it not only twisted 
the safe all out of shape but wrecked 
the greater part of the room and at- 
tracted attention for a block or more 
around, 

Thely fled immediately after the ¢x- 
plosion when they heard the footsteps 
of the night watchman coming down 


the stairs, and secured nothing for 
their work. 
An entrance to the building was 


effected through the front door. The 
room where the safe stands is at one 
side. When the explosion occurred 
the night watchman was upstairs, He 
immediately hastened down, but the 
men had fled leaving the door open 
behind them.

The amount of 
cash in the safe was only $50. 

The men evidently did not have the 
instruments of the profession, for be- 
fore starting work on the safe they 
went downstairs to the engine room 
and secured some tools which they 
thought would ‘be useful, They also 
secured in the engine room the soap 
which they used. 

The attempted robbery was clumsily 
handled, showing a lack of skill and 
experience. It is thought probable 
that the men will ve captured with- 
out difficulty.

RIFE IN MONTREAL 


City Improvement League's Head 
Criticizes Methods of Civic 
Administration 


Montreal, Feb. 8—Dr. Adam, of 
McGill, and head of the city improve- 
ment league, addressing the Canadian 
Council, Knights of Columbus, on 
Saturday, strongly critizised the pre- 
sent methods of civil administration 
in Montreal, 

“We can no longer afford,” he said, 
“to have our water department in 
charge of a second class men. We re- 
quire a first class organizer.” 

“There is yet greater need that the 
head of each department should be 
in complete control of the selection 
and dispositien of his staff, free from 


political fluence. Montreal today 
suffers from the patronage system, 
but she must, like other great cities, 


get rid of this baneful influence which 
is so strong here that even the con- 
trollers are afraid to dismiss inef- 
ficient men because of aldermanic 
power, 

‘in the large cities of this continent 
aldermen and small wards have to be 
done away with,” he continued,

engagement. This not only because 
of Mr. Mantell’s excellent drawing oi 
Hamlet, but because of the poignant 
tragedy of the whole play—the tra- 
gedy within a tragedy that makes a 
powerful appeal to any audience and 
that, still holds its power to draw 
tears to the eyes of the spectator. 
As stated, Mr. Mantell, in view of 
his powerful exposition of “Macbeth’ 
the night before, the robust but aged 
“Lear” of Thursdays, and the utterly 
Villanous Gloucester of Saturday 
night, gave an unexpectedly appeal- 
ing version of the “melancholy 
Dane.” It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that his “Hamlet” is rather more 
robust than is expected from Shakes- 
péeare’s lines. Yet, in spite of this, 
with his deep-tened voice, his well- 
timed and graceful gestures, he suc- 
ceeds in making his “Hamlet” an 
easily understood, if tragic personali- 
ty, His soliloquies were full of feel- 
ing and earnestness and not mere 
recitations of lines, That famous 
passage, beginning with that often- 
quoted line, “To be, or not to be,” 
became a gem of philisophical ques- 


; tionings in his hands. 


Miss Genevieve Hamper did her 
best work of the engagement as 
Ophelia. She was very stiff in the 
early part of the performance, but in 
the mad scene was very appealing, 
and brought tears to the eyes of 
many.

Rich- 
ard the Third, 11s rage was horrible, 
his humor grim (the humor some- 
times overtopped the grinmess), but 
the effect was eminently dramatic if 
not entirely historically true. 

Of the rest of his company Mr. 
Guy Lindsley was an admirable Henry 
the Sixth. His musical voice and 
royal bearing added distinction to the 
role of the deposed king, pursued bya 
fury as relentiess as the tragic ele- 
ment that infused the tragedies of 
ancient Greece, 

Of the ladies Miss Alma Kruger 
was motherly, queenly and pathetic 
as the widow of Edward IV, Her 
farewell meteing with the two princes 
found both herself and the audience 
sobbing. Miss Ethe! Mantell and Miss 
Bessie Lenon as the two princes were 
excellent. 

‘Say, Uncle Richard,” however, sav- 
ored more of Broadway than of the 
London of 1485.

In the City Churches 


PLEA FOR JUSTICE 
TO PUBLIC MEN 


Preaching last night at Wesley 
Methodist church on_ the subject, 
“Right on the scaffold—-how long?” 
the pastor, the Rev. G. D. Armstrong, 
based his discourse on the words of 
Jesus to the high priest, “If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the evil,, 
and if well, wherefore smitest thou 
me’” The preacher said these words 
of Jesus, uttered as a protest against 
an indignity that had been offered 
him, sounded contrary to the idea of 
non-resistance of evil, taught in the 
Sermon on the Mount. But it should 
be remembered that the trial of Jesus 
was a travesty of justice, and his 
death was deliberately planned for 
reasons of political expediency, and 
to protect the interests of selfishness. 
His condemnation was due, not to 
legal methods, but to mob law, and 
the refusal of men in charge to meas- 
ure up to well-established standards | 
of justice. The three principles un- 
derlying his trial were sefishness, graft 
and political expediency. In inquiries 
as to how far these obtained in the 
civilization of today, the preacher 
criticised the. condemnation, without 
careful examination, of public men, 
and the wholesale denunciation of 
those engaged In public life, saying 
that these things were unjust and 
simply a repetition of mob law. 

The indifference df ‘the general 
body of citizens, continued Mr. Arm- 
strong, and the apathy of the ordin- 
ary church member to the rea) re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, consti- 
tuted a very real danger. 

The preacher also quoted an article 
from a U. 8. liquor journal, in which 
the writer, referring to the advanc- 
ing tide of sentiment in favor of pro- 
hibition, made the following signifi- 
cant statement: “The liquor party has 
formed an alliance with the slums. 
It deliberately aide the most corrupt 
political powers, and backs with ali, 
its resources the most unworthy men 
and the most recreant official.” 

Such a statement from a man in 
sympathy with the lquor interests, 
declared Mr, Armstrong, was of more 
than passing value, and was an evi- 
dence of the dormant forces for right 
in the country. The outlook was far 
from discouraging. There had been 
advancement in missionary enter- 
prises, in the church, but they. would 
have to wake up to the fact that mis- 
sionary work was not only extensive, 
but Intensive, and it (was up to the 
church to reform conditions.
